JUDGE FRANK B. OGDEN 


IS CALLED BY DEAT 


Senior Judge of Alameda County 
Succumbs to Long Illness 


Oakland.—Frank Burroughs Ogden, 
senior Judge of the Alameda County 
Superior Court, died Monday morning 
after a long illness at his Lake 
County home, where he had gone to 
recuperate after a series of opera- 
tions in San Francisco. 

News of the passing of the famous 
Judge was received Monday at noon 
by Judge Waste, presiding Judge, who 
adjourned court after eulogizing the 
man who, he said, had done more to 
elevate the Alameda County judiciary 
than any other. 

“The community and the country 
lose a citizen who can hardly be 
spared,” said Judge Waste. 

The passing of the Judge was 
peaceful, according to advices from 
Lake County, and he took it with the 
calm philosophy which has upheld him 
through several years of pain and 
suffering. Recently his illnesses, ab- 
scesses and stomach trouble, made 
him feel that the end was not far off. 
“I am coming to the end of my rope 
and I am ready to go,” he said three 
months ago. 

Frank Burroughs Ogden was born 
in Newark, N. J., on April 26, 1858. 
His paicnts moved in 1870 to Cali- 
fornia, and after attending the public 
schools he studied law in San Fran- 
cisco, being admitted to the bar in 
1882. In 1886 he was elected a: Jus- 
tice of the Peace and held that office 
for six years, 

Judge Ogden’s connection with the 
Alameda County bench began in Feb- 
ruary, 1892, when he was appointed a 
Superior Judge hy Governor Mark- 
ham to fill a vacancy.. Since then he 
has been re-elected every four years 
wiitil his total career on the county 
bench has reached twenty-six years of 
continuous service. 

For many years Judge Ogden con- 
ducted the criminal department, where 
many famous cases were decided by 
him. One case, that of Isabella 
Martin, culminated in an attempt to 
blow up his house in 1908. 

Judge Ogden leaves four children, 
Marguerite, Clarence, Ragsalie and 
Frank, Jr., all of them grown. The 
recent marriage of Marguerite Ogden, 
@ practicing attorney, to Francis 
Steele, was a social event of consid- 
erable importance in the east bay dis- 
trict. 

The funeral of Judge Ogden was 
held Wednesday from the family home 
at 2336 Valdez street. 


BULGARIA TO DISBAND 
ARMY AND GVE UP ARMS 


Munitions and War Materials Will 
Be Surrendered to Allies 


Amsterdam.—A_ dispatch received 
here from Sofia quotes the Bulgarian 
semi-official newspaper Preporetz, as 
giving the following as the terms 
of the armistice entered into between 
Bulgaria and the entente allies: 

The evacuation of the territories oc- 
cupied by Bulgaria in 1916, which 
belonged to Serbia or Greece. 

Re-establishment of Bulgarian rule 
in the portion of former Bulgarian 
térritory occupied by troops of the 
entente, for instance Strumnitza. 

Demobilization of the Bulgarian 
army, except three divisions of in- 
fantry and four regiments of cavalry. 

Consignment to the allied army of 
the arms, munitions and war mate 
rials of the demobilized troops. 

Capitulation by the Bulgarian units 
stationed westward of Uskub when 
the armistice is signed, the troops 
to remain guarded by the entente 
until further orders. 

Departure within a month of Ger- 
man and, Austro-Hungarian troops, 
military agencies, diplomatic and con- 
sular representatives and persons of 
those nationalities. 

The Turks were not mentioned in 
the armistice, according to the dis- 
patch.

Chico.—Cyril A. Stebbins, member 
of the faculty of the Chico State Nor- 
mal School, has been appointed region- 
al director of the United States School 
Garden Army for the Pacific Coast 
States. Stebbins has been in the serv- 
ice for several months.

German rush toward Paris. 


With the American Army in the St. 
Quentin Sector.—American regiments 
fighting in the Hindenburg line along 
this sector of the front have seen 
some of the hardest fighting of the 
war. It was a furious, desperate 
struggle into which they plunged. 
They fought day and night, in groups 
and single-handed, in and out of shell- 
holes. They showed gallantry, self- 
sacrifice and devotion to duty un 
surpassed by any other troops. 

From the instant they leaped from 
their trenches they ran Into snipers 
and hordes of machine guns. German 
infantrymen, spurred on by their of- 
ficers, stood up before them offering 
hand-to-hand combat. 

Some of the stories of the men who 
fought tell of the terrific nature of 
the struggle. One Brooklyn regiment 
took and retook a position known as 
the “knoll” three times. The battle 
swung back and forth with the men 
so close to each other that rifle butts 
were just as effective as anything 
else. On the first assault the Ameri- 
cans rushed forward and suddenly met 
masses of machine guns, which were 
camouflaged and which held their fire 
until the Americans were close upon 
them. The Americans went right on 
and were on top of the guns before 
they began firing. The Germaus did 
not continue their murderous work 
long. A dash, a leap, a flash of a 
bayonet and a stab of flame from a 
rifle and one nest after another was 
silenced and the Americans plunged 
on. 

A Brooklyn Captain was isolated in 
a shell hole with twelre men while 
an enemy machine gun near-by poured 
a hot fire into the party. Finally the 
Captain was wounded and ordered his 
sergeant to take the men away and 
save themselves if they could.' The 
sergeant started to carry out the or 
der, but, after the men had crawled a 
few feet on all-fours, the sergeant 
asked them: 

“I think it is bad to go away and 
leave the Captain. Do you fellows 
want to go back and stay with him?” 

All answered in the affirmative and 
they crept back and rejoined the Cap- 
tain. They fought like wild men, .and 
killed with their rifies many of the 
Germans who tried to reach them. 
When the gallant party was relieved 
later, the only man- not wounded was 
the sergeant. 

Little parties of Americans had sim- 
ilar expériences in other shell craters, 
In-many places the Germans, finding 
they could not harm them with rifle 
fire, threw grenades into the .-shell 
craters, but the Americans replied in

EUROPE LOOKS 10 OUR 
STATE FOR NEW HERDS 


San Francisco Exhibit Will Collect 
Finest Animals in the West 


San Francisco.—California is urged 
to rise to the call of belligerent Eu- 
rope to aid in the great movement 
to replenish the world’s live stock 
after the war by President Edgar J. 
de Pue of the California Live Stock 
Show Corporation, which will direct 
an exhibition of the best animals the 
West can produce, at Twelfth and 
Mission streets, November 2 to 10. 

Herbert Hoover has joined in the 
appeal to American live stock men 
saying that the once great herds of 
Europe have been sacrificed to war’s 
necessities. Even neutral countries 
have suffered, Holland particularly, 
Hoover said, as the scarcity of food 
has caused the slaughter of nearly all 
of the blooded stock. 

On conditions in France DePue 
said: 

“France has been compelled to sac- 
rifice her cattle and horses. Think, 
of a pure-bred stallion, an Arabian of 
the desert strain, being commandeered 
and sold in Paris for $100 for the 
purpose of supplying meat. There 
never was a time when the patriotic 
call of co-operation was more keenly 
felt in California than it is now and 
when it was so incumbent upon the 
people here to respond in the matter 
of production than it is at present. 
The board of directors of the first 
annual live stock show to be given 
here next month and the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce have but 
one aim, that of developing the live 
stock industry in this State by re- 
producing more and better animals.” 

Live stock men look to see .the 


coming show the most remarkable of . 


its kind ever held in the West. That 
it will eclipse those famous shows of 
Madison Square Garden in New York, 
the shows of Denver and Omaha, 
is the intention of the officials in 
charge. Several animals will be on 
exhibition, but not entered in the 
competitions, whose value reaches to 
$200,000, it is said. 

The horse show is to be one of the 
intéresting features. A stable of high 
jumpers belonging to an Sastern 
owner is on its way, while harness 
and saddle events of unusual class 
are scheduled.

(4) Conference between the signa- 
tory Powers shall be held from time to 
time to formulate and codify rules of 
international law, which, unless some 
signatory shall signify its dissent within 
a stated period, shall thereafter govern 
in the decisions of the Judicial Tribunal 
mentioned in Articie 1.°--(Wortd Peace 
Foundation, Pamphlet series, August, 
1916.) 

5. Possibility of World Federation, 

(a) Some historical antecedents—the 
Holy AlHance (1816); the Quadruple,

We 
have already the beginnings of a world 
legislature in the two Hague Confer- 
ences of 1899 and 1907. 

(c) . An international executive author- 
ity and an international army and navy. 

(d) An international court of justice. 
The so-called permanent court of arbi- 
tration at the Hague (Hague Tribunal) 
not a real court. 

1. The triumph of the United States 
and the Entente Allies oyer militarist 
and despotic Germany gives the best as- 
surance of the estiblishment of a League 
of Peace and the practical ending of the
